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THOUSANDS RAISED TO RESTORE VC HERO’S VANDALISED GRAVE 


VOLUNTEERS working to restore the van¬ 
dalised grave of a Victoria Cross war hero in 
Brierley Hill said they were ‘overwhelmed’ 
after a public campaign raised more than 
£3,000 in just a few days. 

Members of the Victoria Cross Trust are 
confident the donations will be enough to 
bring the grave back up to the standard fit¬ 
ting of a war hero. 

A crowd-funding page was launched by 
the trust after the shocking vandalism was 
discovered last week - sparking outrage 
across the Black Country. 

The headstone marking the resting place

Booth, at St Michael’s Church, in Brierley 
Hill, was pushed over and damaged. 

The fundraising total surpassed £3,000 
this week with individual pledges as high 
as £100. Gary Stapleton, chief executive 
of the Victoria Cross Trust, which works 
to restore graves of VC war heroes, said a 
rededication ceremony was being planned. 

Mr Stapleton said: “It is so touching for 
so many people to have come forward from 
all over the country. It is very difficult to 
say how much it will cost but it will be more 
than enough. Any money not used will be 
put towards other Victoria Cross graves.” 

Mayor of Dudley, Councillor Dave Tyler, 


said: “This is a man who put his life on the 
line to save others and needs to be treated 
with respect. I was appalled by what hap¬ 
pened.” 

A £2,000 reward was put up by a member 
of the Royal British Legion’s Dudley branch 
for information leading to the prosecution 
of the vandals. 

Col Sgt Booth, of William Street, Brier¬ 
ley Hill, was awarded the Victoria Cross by 
Queen Victoria in recognition of the bravery 
he showed leading his men to safety after 
coming under attack from Zulu warriors. 

The desecration of Col Sgt Booth’s grave 
has led to widespread condemnation. 


Bid to recruit in Philippines is unsuccessful 

60 NURSES HIRED 
TO TACKLE CRISIS 


RUSSELLS Hall hospital has taken on 60 nurses and mid¬ 
wives in a bid to tackle its ongoing staffing crisis. Health 
chiefs at the Dudley hospital have hired an extra 38 new 
nursing graduates, 12 new children’s nurses and 10 new 
midwives over the last few weeks. 

It comes after The Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, which runs the hospital, held 
an ‘unsuccessful’ recruitment drive in the Philippines. Another attempt to fill roles will 
take place at the Pensnett Road site today (Thursday). 

Siobhan Jordan, interim chief nurse at 
the trust, said: “Our visit to the Philip¬ 
pines was not successful and we are now 
focusing our search closer to home with the 
hopes of attracting some of the fantastic 
home-grown talent we know are out there. 

“Despite a widely-recognised national 
nurse and midwife shortage across the 
NHS, we have successfully recruited 38 
new nursing graduates, 12 new children’s 
nurses and 10 new midwives in the last few 
weeks. 

Dedicated 

“To support our permanent workforce, 
we also have a team of dedicated health 
professionals who prefer to work more flex¬ 
ibly on our staff bank.” 

It was reported in May that staffing lev¬ 
els at the hospital had not been at a level 
considered safe between October and April, 
due to recruitment problems, sickness and 
intense pressure on the accident and emer¬ 
gency department. This sparked a desper-

This is a paid programme and, on 
completion, they will receive a permanent 
contract with the trust.”

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Patient leaves hospital after 500 days 


AN elderly patient has finally left a hospital after 
spending more than 500 days in a bed - despite 
being medically fit to be discharged. 

The woman spent a staggering 16 months at 
Russells Hall Hospital in Dudley as her discharge 
was delayed by a disagreement about her future 
care. 

But the delay caused consternation with one 
senior councillor in Dudley, who claimed it was a 
waste of resources. 

Diane Wake, chief executive of the Dudley Group 
NHS Trust, which runs Russells Hall, said the pa¬ 
tient, who spent around 510 days on the wards, 
wanted to be cared for at home but that couldn’t be 


delivered by the NHS. She has instead been moved 
to a care home. 

Ms Wake said the hospital had worked to try and 
find a resolution to suit all parties but efforts had 
‘not been successful’ and it was crucial resources 
‘are used responsibly’. 

She said: “A patient who has been medically fit 
for more than 500 days is being discharged to a 
nursing home where her ongoing care needs can 
be met. 

“Clinicians from both the nursing home and 
hospital are confident that her care will be deliv¬ 
ered safely in a nursing home environment. Un¬ 
fortunately, her wish to be cared for at home with 


24-hour nursing care cannot be met by the NHS 
currently. 

“We have worked extremely hard with the pa¬ 
tient, her family and Dudley Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group to find a resolution but this has not been 
successful. 

“It is very important that NHS resources are 
used responsibly and shared fairly. When a medi¬ 
cally fit patient remains in hospital, it means that 
the bed is not available to treat other patients re¬ 
quiring acute care.” 

Councillor Ian Kettle, who sits on the council’s 
cabinet, said it was ‘alarming’ that a patient could 
take up a bed for so long. 


Traveller transit camp 
is on way for borough 


A TRAVELLERS’ holding camp 
will be in place next year in Dud¬ 
ley but hundreds of angry resi¬ 
dents would rather see hot spots 
sealed off. 

The transit camp will provide a 
place for travellers to stay when they 
arrive in the borough rather than 
pitching up on unauthorised land. 

It is expected the new site - to be ready 
by May next year - will cut the amount of 
illegal camps by 70 per cent. There have 
been 11 unauthorized encampments so 
far this year costing taxpayers £50,000 in 
cleaning up costs. 

Around 200 residents, who packed out 
a public meeting last week demanding an¬ 
swers, said they would rather see measures 
put in place to stop travellers gaining ac¬ 
cess to sites, such as a moat or bollards. 

But this was played down by council 
chiefs who said fortifying all 3,000 poten¬ 
tial sites in Dudley would cost around £1 
million. 

Dudley Council leader Councillor Patrick 
Harley, said: “This behaviour recently has 
been unacceptable.This is why we have 
taken a tougher stance. The long term solu¬ 
tion to rid the borough of this problem is to 
introduce a transit site.” 

Secure 

Alan Lunt, Dudley’s strategic director, 
said: “We do not have that money to secure 
all the sites. Security does not work either, 
it does not prevent incursions.” 

Questions were also directed at West 
Midlands Police with the force being ac¬ 
cused of not doing enough to tackle trav¬ 
ellers. 

But this was dismissed by Superinten¬ 
dent Phil Dolby, the force’s lead on unau¬ 
thorised encampments, who said his team 
often had difficulty arresting travellers for 
crimes such as criminal damage as it was 
difficult to narrow it down to the individ¬ 
ual. 

A location for the proposed transit site 
has not yet been decided on. 


Flats get green light despite concerns

A £2 million project to demolish 
an empty row of ‘eyesore’ shops 
in Kingswinford and replace them 
with housing has been approved by 
Dudley Council planning bosses. 

The three-storey building will 
make way for 16 flats on Beech 
Road. 

Kingswinford South ward coun¬ 
cillor Patrick Harley, who is also 
council leader, has welcomed the 
plan. 

He said: “Some of the shops have 
been empty for the best part of 25 


years. As a resident that has lived 
around the corner for many years 
and as a ward councillor, it is about 
time and I feel this is long overdue. 

“I would urge the council to get 
on with it, we don’t want anymore 
delays. 

“New homes are always needed. I 
very much welcome this.” 

Parking 

Three objections were handed in 
to Dudley Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee outlining concerns about 


parking, anti-social behaviour and 
the height of the new development. 

The flats will be three-storeys 
and include 12 two-bedroom flats 
and four one-bedroom flats. The 
current site has five empty ground 
floor shops with vacant rooms on 
the first and second floor. 

One resident who objected to 
the plans said: “The site is on a 
junction with Beech Road and Pop¬ 
lar Road and the parking spreads 
along both roads causing access 
problems.” 


17-year-old 
was kicked in 
head during 
party violence 

A 17-year-old was left with serious head 
injuries after a birthday party exploded 
into violence, a judge heard. 

Fighting broke out in the car park of 
the Spring Meadow Social Club in Crad- 
ley Heath. Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told that the victim was floored by a 
single punch from Sennan Ali, 19, and 
then kicked in the head while lying mo¬ 
tionless on the ground by Rashaun Reid, 
also 19. 

The injured youth was unconscious 
when paramedics reached the scene on 
February 27 last year, said Miss Lynette 
McClemment, prosecuting. He was 
found to be suffering from a fractured 
skull and a bleed on the brain. At hos¬ 
pital he was put in an induced coma but 
has since made a good recovery. 

Ali admitted causing grievous bodily 
harm on the first day of his proposed 
trial and gave evidence against Reid who 
was convicted of a similar offence. Both 
were of previous good character. 

Ali from Orchard Road, Netherton, 
was given 16 months detention in a 
Young Offenders Institution suspended 
for 18 months and ordered to pay a total 
of £750 in compensation and costs. Reid 
of Petford Street, Cradley Heath re¬ 
ceived two years detention suspended for 
18 months with 200 hours unpaid work 
and £1,250 compensation and costs. 

Teenager attacked 
by masked gang 

AN investigation has been launched af¬ 
ter a 17-year-old girl was assaulted by a 
masked gang. 

She was walking alone along Mount 
Road in Wombourne when she was 
confronted by three people wearing ski 
masks and dark clothing. 

The girl was struck in the ribs and 
knocked to the ground before the attack¬ 
ers ran off. 

The incident happened around 4.15pm 
on Monday, August 14. 

Staffordshire Police is investigating 
the attack and has asked anyone with 
information to call 101, quoting incident 
number 536 of 14/08/17. Or call Crime- 
stoppers anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

Trampoline centre 
bounces into town 

A NEW trampoline centre will be open¬ 
ing in Dudley, creating 33 jobs. 

Leap Dudley has been given the green 
light to convert a former warehouse on 
Birmingham Road, opposite Tesco, into 
the trampoline park. 

The facility will feature 64 trampo¬ 
lines, plus restaurant, soft play area, 
sensory room and multi-sports area.

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Woman stabbed to death with swordstick 


Nurses not 
trained to 
examine 
lady patients 

A MEDICAL centre allowed women’s 
examinations to be carried out by un¬ 
trained nurses. 

Bath Street Medical Centre in Sedg- 
ley has been rated as ‘inadequate’ 
following an inspection by the Care 
Quality Commission, which said pa¬ 
tient safety was at risk. 

The regulator revealed women who 
were not comfortable being assessed 
by the male GP were instead seen 
by female nurses but they were not 
trained to do so. 

Paul Maubach, chief executive 
of Dudley CCG which runs the site, 
said: “We will work with the practice 
to ensure immediate action is taken to 
address the concerns raised.” 

Inspectors from the health watch¬ 
dog gave the medical practice the low¬ 
est rating for the categories of ‘safety’ 
and ‘leadership’. 

Inspectors found the centre ‘re¬ 
quired improvement’, which is the 
second lowest rating, for effective¬ 
ness, careand being responsive. 

Breast 

An inspector said using nurses not 
trained to carry out gynaecology ex¬ 
aminations and breast examinations 
posed the risk of women receiving 
false reassurance. 

Sabina Begum, deputy manager 
at Bath Street Medical Centre, said: 
“The quality and standard of care 
that we provide to patients is of great 
importance to us. In response to the 
inspection we took immediate action 
to address the inspector’s concerns. 
We are disappointed with the report’s 
overall finding and we are disputing 
the accuracy of the report. If any of 
our patients have any concerns they 
should contact the practice where we 
will be happy to discuss these.” 

Teenager struck by 
car on busy road 

A TEENAGE girl suffered head and 
leg injuries when hit by a car on a 
busy road in Dudley on Friday morn¬ 
ing. 

The girl was struck by the vehicle 
near the junction of Birmingham New 
Road and Priory Road. 

The major road was blocked to traf¬ 
fic after police and paramedics arrived 
at the scene at around 9.45am. Ambu¬ 
lance spokesman Jamie Arrowsmith 
said the girl was fully conscious.

Murder victim Tina Billingham 


FOUL tempered Ronald Cooke is 
starting at least 24 years behind bars 
after savagely murdering his partner 
of 17 years. 

The 55-year-old was furious with 
Tina Billingham because he had been 
stopped from going to see a camper 
van offered for sale and blamed her 
for missing the bargain after she had 
to collect her elderly uncle from hos¬ 
pital. 

Burly Cooke goaded the slightly 
built 5ft 4ins tall 54-year-old, repeat¬ 
edly prodding her with a plastic bottle 
on the trip to the hospital from their 


home in Granville Road, Old Hill, on 
February 6. 

Then he stopped their van, reached 
for the sword stick he kept in the ve¬ 
hicle and stabbed her twice through 
the heart and liver. 

The callous car dealer then drove 
straight to her GP’s surgery at Row- 
ley Healthcare in Hawes Lane, Row- 
ley Regis where he told staff she had 
stabbed herself. Paramedics took her 
to hospital where she was certified as 
dead the same day. 

Cooke had a ‘fascination’ with 
knives, swords and bayonets as well 


as a history of aggressive, destruc¬ 
tive behaviour. Miss Billingham was 
frightened of him and was driven to 
depression by his bullying. 

Judge James Burbidge QC told 
Cooke: “She was selfless. You were 
entirely selfish. You took a ferocious 
weapon and thrust it into her body 
twice. You had treated her abysmally 
all day over a trifle. You had been de¬ 
layed in viewing a camper van.” 

Miss Billingham’s son Jack - she 
had two children from an earlier mar¬ 
riage - said: “A huge part of our life 
has been taken from us.”

Baby dies after being 
sent home by doctor 


A MOTHER woke up to find her eight- 
week-old baby dead, just hours after 
being told to take her home by a doc¬ 
tor at an urgent care centre. 

Emma George claims the out-of-hours doc¬ 
tor at the centre at Russells Hall Hospital in 
Dudley did not carry out a proper physical 
examination on baby Felicity. 

After the baby’s temperature was checked, the 
24-year-old says she was told ‘you look like a sen¬ 
sible mother bring her back tomorrow if she is any 
worse’. But 12 hours later Mrs George and hus¬ 
band, Lee, 29, woke up at home in Brierley Hill to 
find Felicity had turned blue and was not breath¬ 
ing. Baby Felicity was rushed by ambulance to hos¬ 
pital but was later pronounced dead from sepsis. 

Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group has of¬ 
fered condolences to the family and said it is inves¬ 
tigating the incident. 

Mrs George said: “Felicity was unwell so I took 
her to the urgent care centre but the doctor carried 
out no thorough checks. He told me there was a six- 
hour wait at A&E. He said: ‘You look like a sensible 
mother, if she gets any worse bring her back tomor¬ 
row’. In the morning I woke up and found she had 
turned blue and was not breathing. 

Resuscitate 

“We rushed her to A&E. They stopped trying to 
resuscitate her at 7.50am. It is heartbreaking, we 
feel completely let down by the doctor and do not 
know where to turn.” 

As well as complaining to the CCG, the family 
is also raising money for an operation to reverse a 
vasectomy Lee underwent in January - two months 
before Felicity was born. 

They need £3,500 to pay for the operation and 
have started an online fundraiser, which has so far 
raised almost £1,500. Mrs George, who grew up 
in Halesowen, said: “We’ll never replace Felicity, 
but we just want her to be a big sister. We have 
contacted our GP, but have been told only in ex¬ 
ceptional circumstances can it be paid for on the 
NHS.” 

The couple have three boys - a seven-year-old 
from Mr George’s previous relationship, a four- 
year-old from Mrs George’s previous relationship 
along with a two-year-old together.

The team at the Ruskin Glass Centre 
have been carefully unwrapping more 
than 60 delicate pieces that make up the 
entries in it’s flagship event, the British 
Glass Biennale. 

Sixty-two contemporary artists based in 
Britain and working abroad were selected for 
the competition from around 230 applicants. 
Their prized creations are ready to take pride 
of place for the awards ceremony today. 

“The Biennale is a really good representa¬ 
tion of the best of British glass and is highly 
regarded around the world,” said curator Matt 
Durr an.

Pathology 
hub will 
be run as 
one service 

A MULTI-million pound pathology 
service will be run between four Black 
Country NHS Foundation Trusts. 

Health chiefs say the new ‘hub’, 
which will cost up to £10 million, will 
help address ‘critical challenges’. 

It is hoped to bring reduced waiting 
times for patients for all blood tests, 
including cancer and specialist diag¬ 
nosis under a single managed service. 

The move was discussed at a meet¬ 
ing of Dudley Group NHS Trust. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
NHS Trust, Dudley Group NHS 
Trust, Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust and The Royal Wolverhampton 
NHS Foundation Trust will plough 
£400,000 into the scheme. 

Just over £92,000 will be stumped 
up by The Dudley Group by October. 
It is hoped the service will be up and 
running next year. 

Bosses say the single managed ser¬ 
vice will run from one of each trust’s 
sites. 

Diane Wake, chief executive of Dud¬ 
ley Group, said: “Clearly for every 
organisation involved this is a large 
scale change for everyone and we 
cannot underestimate the impact and 
anxiety it gives to staff. This is about 
providing a service that will be strong 
and sustainable for the future. 

“We will be also be recruiting in 
clinical roles that will drive it for¬ 
ward.” 

The Black Country Pathology 
(BCP) Transitional Management 
Team will be overseeing the changes. 

Pathology is the study of disease 
and looks for abnormalities within 
samples of blood. 


Pervert admits 
child sex abuse 

A 51-year-old man is facing a jail term 
after admitting sex offences against 
children. Ian Jones, of Central Drive, 
Lower Gornal, pleaded guilty to six 
offences of sex with an under age boy 
when he appeared at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court last week. 

He further admitted causing or in¬ 
citing two teenagers under 18 to be¬ 
come involved in pornography. Jones 
pleaded guilty to sexually assaulting 
a youth and attempting to engage 
in sexual activity by trying to kiss a 
15-year-old. He was placed on the Sex 
Offenders Register and is on bail for 
reports until September 15. 

Judge Peter Barrie said: “The fact 
I am granting you bail does not have 
any bearing on the sentence. It will 
almost certainly involve a significant 
custodial sentence.”

Broken Or Damaged Windows? Faulty Locks, Handles, Hinges? 
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Bus drivers 
confused 
over red 
light advice 

A POLICY telling bus drivers they 
should go through traffic lights that 
are broken or ‘stuck on red’ is leading 
to confusion, it has been claimed. 

National Express drivers in Dudley 
have been told they should not sit at 
lights that are not working but one 
driver, who did not want to be named, 
says the order could put safety at risk. 
He feared he could get into trouble 
with police. 

It comes after a National Express 
driver was sacked for running a red 
light. Abdul Jabbar, 59, of Dudley, 
was sacked by National Express West 
Midlands in October 2015 after run¬ 
ning the light in King Street. He won 
an unfair dismissal claim as he felt the 
decision was harsh for one mistake in 
an otherwise unblemished career. 

A notice at the Pensnett depot tells 
drivers: “If during your duties as a 
bus driver you are faced with a set of 
traffic lights which have failed/stuck 
on red, or there is a sign informing 
you the lights are out of order, you 
should treat the situation accordingly 
and proceed with extreme caution 
using good all-round observation and 
be prepared to stop if others assume 
priority.” 

National Express spokeswoman Ali 
Bell said: “We have systems in place 
with police and councils to check and 
report faulty traffic lights. Staff with 
concerns should immediately report 
them to any manager.”

Breakdown boss used a stolen truck 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


A 26-year-old running his own breakdown business 
with a stolen recovery truck has been given a sus¬ 
pended sentence. 

The £10,000 Ford Transit, reported stolen on 
April 29 in 2015, was being driven by the brother of 
Daniel Millard when stopped by Staffordshire police 
officers on May 11, 2016, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. When examined it was found to have 
‘inconsistencies’, said Miss Aimee Parkes, prose¬ 
cuting. Failed attempts had been made to change 
the chassis number and police were able to match it 
with details of the stolen truck. 

Millard, of Prestwood, Stourbridge, denied han¬ 
dling stolen property but was found guilty after 
a trial. He was given a 10-month prison sentence 


suspended for 18 months, ordered to do 250 hours’ 
unpaid work and pay £1,250 towards the cost of the 
case. 

Millard claimed to have paid a deposit on the ve¬ 
hicle on March 31, 2015, a month before it had been 
reported stolen, and to have registered it under a 
personalised plate at the same time. 

Switched 

It was suggested that when he collected the truck 
- after the theft was discovered - the vehicle he saw 
had been switched for the stolen one which now had 
the same registration number. 

This was later transferred to the plate already 
registered by the defendant. 


He maintained that he knew nothing of the ‘ring¬ 
ing’. 

Mr Richard Davenport, defending, said Millard, 
who had no previous convictions, was running his 
own ‘fledgling’ car recovery business. He added: 
“This is a car ringing case where a vehicle was dis¬ 
guised and attempts were made to change the chas¬ 
sis number but the defendant is a man of previous 
good character.” 

Judge Peter Barrie told the defendant: “You 
carried out a considerable amount of work on this 
vehicle. Attempts were made to disguise that had 
originally been stolen. In spite of being convicted on 
the plainest of evidence, you still do not accept your 
guilt. You were stupid to get involved.” 


Call for speed limit to 
be cut after road death 


A CORONER has called for speed to 
be cut on a road where a pensioner 
was killed. 

Frederick Dudley, aged 90, was hit by 
a Volkswagen Scirroco, which failed to 
stop after the collision on the A449 Stour¬ 
bridge Road, near Wombourne. 

The widower, from Lower Penn, had got off 
a bus and was just over half way across the 
southbound carriageway holding his walking 
stick and shopping trolley on the ‘uncontrolled’ 
crossing when the car, estimated to be travel¬ 
ling up to 85mph on the 60mph route, careered 
into him. Mr Dudley died at the scene. 

The incident happened at around 5.15pm on 
November 25 last year. 

The driver of the VW, 27-year-old Mat¬ 
thew Raybould, of Buffrey Road, Dudley, was 
arrested at his home the next day and later 
admitted failing to stop. He was jailed for 18 
weeks and banned from driving for 12 months. 

PC Roger Wetton told an inquest at Cannock 
Coroners’ Court the driver, who was in the off¬ 
side lane, was likely obstructed by cars ahead of 
him in the nearside and offside lane, and would 
have had ‘insufficient’ time to stop even if he 
had been travelling within the speed limit. 

Coroner Margaret Jones said: “It seems sen¬ 
sible to write to the local authority pointing out 
some of the problems.” 

Reduced 

She later added: “I would suggest to them 
that at the very least the speed limit is reduced 
to 40mph and that they may consider an alter¬ 
native controlled crossing.” 

Witness motorist Sarah Bishop had reduced 
her speed when she saw Mr Dudley walking 
across the road ‘quite slowly’, and drove past 
him a moment before the Scirroco hit him. She 
added: “I heard a loud bang and noticed the 
vehicle in lane two had hit the pedestrian. I 
looked in the mirror to see the pedestrian flying 
in the air like a rag doll. ” 

The coroner concluded: “The deceased was 
an elderly pedestrian crossing a carriageway at 
an uncontrolled pedestrian crossing when he 
was struck by a vehicle which failed to stop.”

Gornal is to stay after the plan to 
build a Co-op was thrown out. 

Regulars gathered to raise a 
glass after news came through 
that the application had been re¬ 


fused by Dudley Council. More 
than 700 people signed a petition 
opposing plans to bulldoze the 
pub. Planning experts insisted the 
pub was a ‘heritage asset’. 

Dudley MEP and Sedgley coun¬ 
cillor Bill Etheridge said: “We 
need to remember an important 
part of our local heritage are pubs. 
We won with the Seven Stars in 


Sedgley and hopefully this is prov¬ 
ing the point this isn’t inevitable. 

“With people power and work 
from local politicians we can stick 
up for our cultural heritage rather 
than let everything be dictated by 
money all the time.” 

Now campaigners will wait to 
see if the decision is appealed by 
owners New River Retail.

WE live in a world which is being defiled 
by humankind. 

The population explosion over the past 
decades has seen the Earth set inexora¬ 
bly on course for ecological devastation. 

Roads heave with chugging, dirty- 
fuelled 4x4s and older cars which now go 
on forever, but which cannot claim to be 
pollutant-free. 

Like drones we line up at the traffic 
lights, inches away from the car in front 
as a driver of usually a German car (more 
often than not!) tries to push in from the 
right - what kind of existence is this? 
Surely, there is another way. 

The argument for electric cars rattles 
on, but this is simply rearranging the 
chairs on the Titanic, as the majority of 
power stations linked to the National Grid 
are generated by fossil fuels - so that 
means it’s damaging the atmosphere. 

But wait, there may be a Lycra-clad an¬ 
swer to all our problems - those magnif¬ 
icent men and women on their pedalling 
machines.

19,000 incidents in 2015 resulted in injury 
to cyclists on UK roads, with 100 killed. 

One last message to anyone on the 
saddle though - make sure you’ve got a 
blooming bell!

US snake found on Edge

A SNAKE usually found in Arizona 
and Mexico was discovered on Kin- 
ver Edge. 

The Western Hognose was spot¬ 
ted on a path at the beauty spot by 
Dale Preece-Kelly, owner of Kid¬ 
derminster’s Critterish Allsorts. He 
has named the two-foot long reptile 
Edge. The snake, which has a bite 


as painful as a bee sting, to his col¬ 
lection of 13 snakes at his pet ther¬ 
apy company. 

Mr Preece-Kelly said: “I was 
walking across Kinver Edge when 
a pair warned me of a snake they 
had seen nearby.

SPORTSCAR company Westfield 
has sealed a deal worth up to £30 
million to export self-driving ve¬ 
hicles to South Korea. 

In one of the first commercial orders 
signed for the export of the vehicles 
anywhere in the world, Dudley firm 
Westfield will supply the pods to North 
Gyeongsang, a South Korean regional 
government. 

The groundbreaking deal comes after In¬ 
ternational Trade Minister and Kiddermin¬ 
ster MP Mark Gamier signed an agreement 
to pave the way for the project to supply 
South Korea with ‘autonomous electric 
pods’ using UK expertise. 

During a visit to South Korea last week 
to strengthen trade and investment ties, 
the Minister signed a UK-Korea deal on 
‘joint automotive collaboration’ for the UK 
to provide the driver less vehicles. 

Mr Gamier said: “The Midlands Engine 
is in full gear as we lead the way in manu¬ 
facturing expertise and show the world that 
Britain is open for business. 

“Demand for our goods and services is 
clearly out there and we will continue to 
support businesses in making the most of 
global markets as we leave the EU.” 

Testing 

The UK already has a strong automo¬ 
tive trading link with South Korea and the 
number of cars exported to the country 
has increased five-fold, making it the UK’s 
eighth largest export market outside of Eu¬ 
rope - up from 16th in 2009. 

South Korea has ordered five autono¬ 
mous electric pods for initial testing. The 
project could provide millions of pounds 
worth of business for UK companies includ¬ 
ing Westfield Sports Cars, which is based on 
the Pensnett Estate in Kingswinford. 

Westfield chief executive officer Julian 
Turner said: “We are really excited to be 
working with the UK SMART City Team. ”

Youngster dices with 
death at crossing

THIS is the terrifying moment a youngster sprinted across 
a level crossing near Hagley as its barriers come down, in a 
prank described as ‘shocking’ by transport bosses. 

Network Rail released the video from Blakedown level 
crossing, at the village between Stourbridge and Kidder¬ 
minster. 

It shows the youth running across as the barriers come 
down, rolling under the final barrier to get out of the way 
of an oncoming train. The shocking video has been released 
just days after a new safety campaign was launched to warn 
about the dangers. 

Over the past 10 years almost 170 young people have lost 
their lives after trespassing on the railway. Nearly half of 
them were under the age of 25. Allan Spence, head of pub¬ 
lic and passenger safety for Network Rail, said: “We must 
make young people aware that if they go on the railway 
they are dangerous grounds.” 


More out 
of work in 
the West 
Midlands 


EMPLOYMENT has reached an all-time high 
in the UK but the number of jobless people in 
the West Midlands has risen. 

The Office for National Statistics said the number 
of people in work nationally rose by 125,000 to 32.07 
million in the three months to June, with the em¬ 
ployment rate climbing by 0.3 per cent to a record 


75.1 per cent. 

But the West Midlands 
saw the number of un¬ 
employed rise by 3,000 to 
164,000 - 5.8 per cent of the 
working population. The 
number of people in work in 
the region was 2.67m, a rate 
of 72.3 per cent. 

The jobs market remained 
a bright spot for the econ¬ 
omy, with the unemploy¬ 
ment rate dropping by 0.2 
per c 

Meanwhile, the so-called 
claimant count fell nation¬ 
ally by 4,200 in July to 
807,800.

4,890 - 2.9 per cent, Dudley 
was down 70 at 5,735 - three 
per cent, and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton dropped by 65 to 6,705 
- 4.2 per cent. South Staf¬ 
fordshire reduced by five to 
785 - 1.2 per cent. 

Annual growth in wages 
was 2.1 per cent for April to 
June, up from a revised fig¬ 
ure of 1.9 per cent for March 
to May. Once bonuses are 
stripped out, pay expanded 
by 2.1 per cent over the 
period, rising from two per 
cent. 

But once inflation is taken 
into account, total pay in 
real terms sank by 0.5 per 
cent both including and ex¬ 
cluding bonuses. It comes as 
the cost of living held steady 
at 2.6 per cent in July.

Council bid 
to claw back 
£15 million 
in savings

AROUND £15 million a year will be saved by 
council chiefs in Dudley as they improve the 
way they buy goods and services from the 
private sector, it has been announced. 

Millions of pounds are spent each year on build¬ 
ing materials, maintenance contracts, construction 
sub-contractors and social care packages by the au¬ 
thority 

It is hoped the initiative will help to make around £4m 
in savings that have been targeted from the council’s gen¬ 
eral fund and millions more from the separate housing and 
school budgets. 

Bosses say work on transforming 
procurement processes - the buying of 
services from outside the council - will 
also help achieve five per cent savings. 

Leader Patrick Harley said it would 
be an ‘exciting move’ for the borough. 

He said: “The council spends mil¬ 
lions of pound each year on building 
materials, maintenance contracts, 
construction sub-contractors, social 
care packages and much more. 

“By getting our house in order and 

Patrick Harley improving our staffing structure and 
processes on procurement we can gen¬ 
erate significant savings to ensure we have a sustainable 
budget moving forward. This is a very exciting move to en¬ 
sure Dudley borough residents are getting value for money 
from their council when we are buying in goods and ser¬ 
vices from the private sector.” 

Agreement 

It comes as an agreement was made at a Full Council 
meeting in March. 

The original proposal was for an external commercial 
company to be appointed to drive out savings but now the 
changes will be made in-house instead. 

An Invest to Save Budget of £200,000 will allow external 
interim support to be brought in - with an interim head of 
procurement taken on for a short period. 

Councillor Steve Clark, cabinet member for finance, 
added: “The first thing we must do is ensure our own pro¬ 
cesses are in place so we will take on a procurement expert 
who will have experience in the commercial and local gov¬ 
ernment sectors. 

“This immediate action will ensure we have systems fit 
for purpose so that best value is guaranteed when we are 
taking on new contracts or renewing contracts.” 

The council’s UKIP group leader Councillor Paul Broth- 
wood said he welcomed the move, after his group had cam¬ 
paigned for tighter procurement savings.

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£14,000 grant enables 
elderly to get online 


A GRANT of more than £14,000 
will be used to help elderly residents 
surf the net. The sum of £14,350 has 
been awarded by national grant-giv¬ 
ing charity Longleigh Foundation. 

It will fund social housing pro¬ 
vider Stonewater’s country-wide 
programme of digital taster days 
aimed at helping its retirement liv¬ 
ing residents get online and maxim¬ 
ise the benefits of the internet. 

The programme, launched last 
month at Stonewater’s Chaddesley 
Court retirement living scheme in 
Dudley, is being rolled-out across 
the country over the next two years 
providing more than 2,000 Stonewa- 
ter retirement living residents with 
basic skills training. 

The digital sessions are focused on 
showing residents how to access the 
internet through laptops, tablets, 
smart phones and other electronic 
devices. It gives tuition in using 
services from online banking, shop¬ 
ping and healthcare resources, to 
connecting with friends and family 


through email, Skype and Facebook. 
The sessions also include playing 
online games like chess and sudoku, 
which provide mental stimulation, 
and training on setting up email, 
texting and downloading apps. 

“Digital skills are critical for life 
in the 21st century and with gov¬ 
ernment services increasingly being 
‘digital by default’ it is now vital that 
older people and their carers have 
basic skills so they can access these 
critical services,” said Sue Terry, 
Longleigh Foundation chairman. 

Sue Shirt, Stonewater’s executive 
director for housing, said: “We’re 
very grateful to Longleigh Founda¬ 
tion for funding these vital work¬ 
shops which will reduce the level of 
digital exclusion among our older 
residents, many of whom have never 
used a computer and are quite fear¬ 
ful of going online.

Watchdog says the 
safety of children 
was ‘compromised’ 

CHILDREN at a Dudley nursery are ‘not adequately su¬ 
pervised’, according to education watchdog Ofsted. 

Concerns have been raised about the safety of children 
at Happy Hours Day Nursery in Lower Gornal. 

The nursery, which is attended by 71 children aged up 
to eight, has been rated ‘inadequate’ as inspectors were 
alarmed by safeguarding practices. 

During an inspection, one child was left with a student 
who had not undergone DBS (Disclosure and Barring 
Service) checks, which ensure people are safe to work 
with children. The watchdog said ‘children’s welfare is 
significantly compromised’. 

Nursery bosses said they had followed Early Years 
guidance and that they had taken action to address Of- 
sted’s concerns. 

Its report said: “Arrangements for safeguarding are 
not effective. On the day of the inspection, a student 
whose suitability had not been checked through a Dis¬ 
closure and Barring Service check, was left unsupervised 
with children while they were in the bathroom. 

The nursery, on Longfellow Road, had previously been 
rated ‘good’. Nursery deputy manager Hayley Mason 
said: “Everything has been acted on since. All issues 
raised have been changed.” 


Service by 
candlelight 
in memory 
of Natalie 


THE family of long-lost mother Natalie Putt 
are hoping for closure as they hold a candle¬ 
lit service at church to celebrate her life. 

Natalie was 17 and had not long given birth to 
her son, Rhys, when she went missing from Upper 
Gornal 14 years go. 

Police recently opened a murder investigation after 
‘credible’ new information came to light. While the mur¬ 


der inquiry continues, her 
half-sister Rebecca Coggins, 
40, spoke about a candlelit 
memorial which is being 
held for her on Saturday, 
September 9 at St Peter’s 
Church, Machynlleth from 
2pm. 

“It is a chance to properly 
say goodbye, for everyone to 
get together and share anec¬ 
dotes of Natalie,” she said. 

Voices 

“It’s for the family to 
share memories of Natalie, 
to share. It will be candle-lit. 
It’s for all of us to get to¬ 
gether, in God’s house. 

“It’s our way of raising 
our voices and saying ‘we 
miss you and we love you’,” 
she added. “It’s all about 
celebrating Natalie’s life. 

“The church was where 
our mother, Jennifer Boyle, 
had her funeral service and 
me and Natalie used to go 
there as kids. It just seems 
fitting, I’m sure that’s 
where she wanted to get 
married.” 

Rebecca insists ‘anyone is 
welcome’ to the service, but 
they must wear colourful 
clothing - no black. 

“We have got quite a few 
of the family going, and an-

yone is welcome to go,” she 
added. “We have put red, 
white and yellow flowers 
down on her mother’s grave, 
so around that theme. There 
will be no black. 

“We want it to be colour¬ 
ful as she was such a viva¬ 
cious person.” 

Police recently exhumed 
graves at Ruiton Cemetery 
but the search yielded no 
clues. Officers also received 
a call providing a name of 
a person described as being 
‘responsible’ for Natalie’s 
apparent death. Rebecca 
added: “It is a get-together 
for everybody to remember 
the fond times. 

“We want to say ‘wher¬ 
ever you are, we hope you 
are safe’. It’s just to have 
a bit of Natalie back, in the 
church - time to reflect. The 
police are now adamant this 
is a murder enquiry, so we 
will have to go with that. 

“Somebody has the miss¬ 
ing piece. It’s a nightmare - 
someone knows something.”

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Boss of police group 
calling for pay rise 

WE need a pay rise - that is message from the boss of the 
body that represents the West Midlands’ rank and file po¬ 
lice officers. 

Tom Cuddeford, chairman of West Midlands Police Fed¬ 
eration, said it was time for Government to show ‘support 
and respect’ for front line officers and backed calls for a 2.8 
per cent pay increase. 

Writing in ‘Federation’, the group’s magazine, Mr Cud¬ 
deford criticised delays in making a decision on this year’s 
police pay review. 

He wrote: “We appreciate that in reality there is no 
magic money tree, but there are also no magic police 
officers who can keep making ends meet despite the in¬ 
creased cost of living and their decreased real term wages. 

“Police officers seem to be expected to perform all sorts 
of tricks as they try to provide the same service with fewer 
resources but maybe it’s time the Government conjured up 
some solutions too?” 

Struggling 

He said the Police Federation of England and Wales was 
calling for a 2.8 per cent pay rise to the Police Remunera¬ 
tion Review Board. A decision on the pay review was meant 
to be taken before the summer but has now been delayed 
until next month at the earliest. 

Mr Cuddeford added: “This is just not acceptable and 
will cause months of uncertainty for officers at a time when 
they are already run ragged at work and, in some cases, 
struggling financially. 

“While any pay increase will be backdated to September 
1, the date of our annual pay rise - if we get one - it could 
be months before we actually see any increase in our pay.”

Dudley is worst borough 
in region for shoplifting 


SHOPS are more risk of 
thefts depending where they 
are situated in the Black 
Country, with Dudley the 
worst for shoplifting, ac¬ 
cording to new figures. 

Fifty cases of shoplifting in the Dud¬ 
ley borough were reported to police in 
May, more than double the figure for 


Walsall. In Sandwell there were 39 
and in Wolverhampton 33 such inci¬ 
dents during the same period. 

In Walsall the figure was 24 and in 
Solihull there were just 18. 

The figures, obtained after a Free¬ 
dom of Information Act request to 
West Midlands Police force, did not 
surprise traders in Dudley. 

Mohammed Sagir, chairman of the 
Voice of Dudley Businesses, said: “It 


is a subject which is raised increas¬ 
ingly by members. There are CCTV 
cameras all around Dudley, but too 
often we report crimes, get a reference 
number and do not hear anything 
more. We want confidence that these 
people doing it are getting caught.” 

West Midlands Police charged 561 
in connection with shoplifting of¬ 
fences over the same month and 66 
others received a caution.

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2 °Free hour car 
park trial to 
be introduced 

MOTORISTS will be able to park for free 
on all council-owned car parks in Dud¬ 
ley borough for an hour, chiefs have an¬ 
nounced. 

However, drivers had been parking for 
free for two hours on council car parks in 
Dudley, Brierley Hill, Halesowen and Sedg- 
ley since the launch of a pilot in April. 

Now council bosses are looking to make 
changes to the trial so one hour of fee free 
parking is offered on all their car parks 
from October 1, including those in Stour¬ 
bridge and Kingswinford. The two-hour 
trial will end on September 30. 

Council bosses will roll out a one-hour 
trial across the whole borough with the in¬ 
tention of bringing it in permanently. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cabinet 
member for environmental services, said: 
“We have listened to local people and an¬ 
ecdotally they have told us the towns are 
busier than ever. This is great news for 
business and something that we want to 
build on, so we are now working up the fi¬ 
nances to ensure we can make free parking 
a permanent offer. 

“We are now going to adapt the trial to 
one hour and include all borough car parks 
so we can analyse this impact before intro¬ 
ducing the best option for the borough.” 

People who want to take advantage of the 
one-hour trial will need to print and display 
a free parking ticket from the machines al¬ 
ready in place.

Students across Dudley celebrated 
after getting top grades on A-level 
results day. 

The waiting was finally over for 
anxious teenagers as they got their 
hands on their results last Thursday. 

Dudley Sixth College students 
have again excelled with an overall 
pass rate of 98 per cent showing a 
consistent picture after last year’s 
result with a high percentage of them 
achieving higher grades. 

Dudley Sixth students began their 


celebrations at midnight when their 
places at University were confirmed 
under the new UCAS system but 
then had a sleepless night until they 
could collect their individual grades 
at 8am with more than 200 students 
receiving individual grades at the 
Dudley site. 

A total of 33 of the 37 subjects on 
offer at Dudley College of Technology 
achieved a 100 per cent pass rate in¬ 
cluding Mathematics, Physics, Eng¬ 
lish Language and Literature, Law, 


Psychology and Economics. 

Dudley College Principal Lowell 
Williams said: “It always makes me 
proud when I see Dudley students 
achieving so much - I see this is the 
pinnacle of an outstanding year for 
the college, our learners and the 
town.”

THE brother of the chief suspect in the 
alleged kidnapping of British model Chloe 
Ayling is to fight extradition to Italy. 

Ms Ayling, aged 20, is believed to have 
been snatched by a group calling itself 
Black Death after being lured to a fake 
modelling shoot in Milan last month. 

Chief suspect Lukasz Herba has said 
he did not knowingly take part in any 
crime. Last Wednesday the National Crime 
Agency (NCA) said his brother, Michal 
Herba, had been arrested. The 36-year-old 
was detained by officers from West Mid¬ 
lands Police and East Midlands Special 
Operations Unit at an address in Tividale. 

Michal Herba was apprehended on a Eu¬ 
ropean Arrest Warrant issued by the Ital¬ 
ian authorities and London’s Westminster 
Magistrates’ Court last week heard that he 
would contest extradition. 

London-based Ms Ayling was allegedly 
drugged and bundled into the boot of a car 
after being tricked into attending the bogus 
photoshoot in Milan on July 11. 

It is alleged that Poland-born Lukasz 
Herba, 30, of Tividale, planned the abduc¬ 
tion. Italian police claim he is part of the 
Black Death group active on the dark web.

Where career began - Theatre Royal Bilston, since demolished 


It began for Brucie in Bilston 


HE was the face of Saturday 
night TV for decades but Sir 
Bruce Forsyth’s career be¬ 
gan right here in the Black 
Country as a starry-eyed 
teenager. 

Bruce’s first-ever public appear¬ 
ance was in Bilston in 1942, where 
at just 14 he sang, danced and played 
the accordion. Later he appeared at 


the landmark Dudley Hippodrome 
theatre. 

He appeared under the stage 
name The Mighty Atom at the Bil¬ 
ston’s Theatre Royal, with billboards 
splashed across Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham with ‘Boy Brucie, The 
Mighty Atom’. The Great Marzo 
topped the bill at the 1,300-seat 
venue, which sat on the corner of 
Mount Pleasant. 


But the show wasn’t a success and 
ground to a halt after just one week. 
Speaking in recent years, Bruce 
joked: “After one week the show 
folded because I was so terrible. All I 
got was 13 shillings and fourpence.” 

Sue Appleby recalled how her 
mother, who is now 102, was at one 
of the Bilston shows. She said: “My 
mum was born in Bilston as Ivy Rol- 
lason. She was there at the Bilston 


Theatre Royal in what was probably 
his first ever performance. Billed as 
Boy Bruce the Mighty Atom, he did 
a song and dance act and played the 
accordion. 

“My mum always told me how she 
saw him on stage there and what a 
wonderful night it was.” 

The theatre itself lasted until 1957 
when it closed and was eventually de¬ 
molished in 1961. 


In later years, Sir Bruce, who died 
on Friday aged 89, graced the Black 
Country again, appearing at Dudley 
Hippodrome. 

In 2015, when former box office as¬ 
sistant Amy Shepherd passed away, 
her son Paul shared some of her pho¬ 
tographs and memorabilia from her 
time at the iconic theatre, including a 
picture of Bruce with Roy Castle, Ben 
Warris and Ken Dodd.

Deborah's Led a 
life less ordinary 


S he hails from one of the 
greatest rock families of 
them all. 

Rock'n’blues singer 
Deborah Bonham grew up 
as her big brother, John, 
was becoming the greatest drummer 
in music history. The Led Zeppelin 
powerhouse was fast, powerful and had 
his own distinctive groove. Though he 
died at the tragically young age of 32, 
he left a legacy that lasts to this day. 

Deborah was eight or nine when Led Zeppelin started 
to take off. And she imagined that his ‘job’ - of touring the 
world, recording number one hit records and having fans 
fall at your feet - was perfectly normal. As you would, at 
the age of nine. 

“Where John’s talent came from, nobody can say. I 
think it’s something you are born with. From the age of 
two or three, he was bashing pots and pans. When it took 
off for them, I was so young. I grew up with it. I grew up 
in the thick of it. I just thought that was a normal way of 
life. I thought you made an album and it went straight to 
number one. 

“Believe me, I later learnt that was not always the case. 
But I was very young when he joined Led Zeppelin, I was 
only six or seven. I had a false understanding of the music 
industry to be fair. But I always knew I wanted to sing.” 

Not that John - or, indeed, Deborah’s mother and 
father - wanted her to follow in her illustrious brother’s 
footsteps. “It wasn’t something my brother or mum and 
dad wanted me to happen. Especially after seeing what 
the industry was like, with John. He was right too. It 
wasn’t any place that he wanted his kid sister to be. 

“So I did a bit of opera singing to start with. But I just 
loved blues/rock. And I love performing live. I was always 
going to do it. You can’t deny what’s in your heart.” 

Her parents encouraged her 
succeed at school instead of pursuing 
her improbable dreams of being a 
rock singer. She took their advice, 
to a point. “One great thing I did 
was learn to speak French at 
school. I sort of stuck with it and 
now, for me, one of the best places 
to tour is France. I often think of my 
brother and mum and dad telling 
me to stop at school and learn and 
I think of how I mastered French 
because, of course, it paid off. Except 
I use the language to help me sing 
the blues.” 

Deborah, who hails from Redditch, 
is back on her old stomping ground 
soon with a headline gig coming up at 
Wolverhampton’s Slade Rooms on September 
22. It’s her second in the region in recent 
times. Back in May she headlined Birmingham’s 
Symphony Hall with Paul Rodgers, the former 
Free vocalist who also sang with Queen. The 
Paul Rodgers gigs were a blast and Deborah 
is looking forward to being back in the West 
Midlands. 

“I’m really excited about it. I can’t remember 
the last time I played Wolverhampton, it was 
many years ago. I love it up there. Any chance 
I get to come and play up there is great. We did 
Symphony Hall with Paul Rodgers and that was 
one of the most amazing gigs.” 

She used to spend most of her life in the Black 
Country, hanging out with bands and watching 
gigs. 

“We always used to come over. I saw Slade, 

I remember seeing them at the Wulfrun Hall 
and they were bloody brilliant. They were 
real rocking band.” 

She also played a gig when

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‘Uncle’ Robert Plant turned up to do a duet - much to 
the surprise of fans. That was at Huntingdon Hall, in 
Worcester, not far from Robert’s Kidderminster home. 
“Singing with Robert Plant, given our family’s history 
with Led Zeppelin, was a massive moment. Robert’s 
been like a brother or uncle to me. That was at 
Huntingdon Hall. He turned up and got up to 
sing with me, unbeknownst to the audience. 
That was a high moment. When things like 
that happen, it’s an honour isn’t it. 

“But there’s been a lot of amazing 
moments in my life. Every day I think 
how lucky I’ve been. I was a big fan 
of one of the all time greatest female 
vocalists, Ann Peebles, who had a 
hit witih I Can’t Stand The Rain. We 
ended up doing something together, 
a few shows, and we recorded a 
version of Can’t Stand the Rain. 
“I’ve been extremely blessed 
because I’ve had the joy of 
playing with the most incredible 
people. To get up on stage with 
Humble Pie, when they reformed 
with Peter Frampton, was 

incredible and I guess the Paul 
Rodgers thing was another 
recent highlight.” 

Deborah has 
other memories of 
Wolverhampton - 
and not all of them 
musical. Like so 
many Midlands 
rock stars, 
she’s a fan of 
Wolverhampton 
Wanderers and 
has enjoyed seeing 
them play. 

“It’s the home

ground of Wolverhampton Wanderers and I’ve got to say 
I’m a fan. I went to the Wolves on one occasion to see 
them play Liverpool. We thrashed them. We stopped off 
at those Bathams pubs on the way for a drink. Everybody 
thought we’d get thrashed but I think we must have put 
five passed them that day.” 

She’s grateful for the way her life turned out and says 
she owes much of her success to growing up with John 
and the rest of her family in a musical household. 

“I guess my mom and dad were very musical. My mom 
always sang a little, not seriously but, but she loved good 
music. They were fans of the big bands like Count Basie. 
That was pretty much John’s focus too. My dad loved 
all the black soul divas like Lena Horne and Mahalia 
Jackson. He would play a lot of that music. I grew up 
listening to that. Both my brothers, John and Michael, got 
into the Motown stuff, as well as the rock. It was a real 
eclectic house. I was listening to Jimi Hendrix and Joplin 
and all of that, CSN and Fleetwood Mac, but I was also 
steeped in the British movement and The Kinks. Then 
Zeppelin took off and everything changed.”

New York art rockers Parquet Courts follow 
their latest album Human Performance with 
a UK visit including a gig at Birmingham’s 
02 Institute next Thursday, August 31. 

The band, who have a sound akin to Beck, Talking 
Heads and Franz Ferdinand, have released fifth album 
Human Performance, their second via Rough Trade. 

Whereas other Parquets Courts albums were 
recorded in days or weeks, for Human Performance 
the band took an entire year and it’s the first LP that 
finds all four band members contributing songs. 

The album brings sonic experimentation and 
melodic introspection to matters of the heart, matters 
of humanity, of identity. “I told you I loved you, did I 
even deserve it when you returned it?” singer/guitarist 


Andrew Savage wonders on the title track. It’s also 
their most pop-oriented collection yet, coming only 
months after the release of the largely instrumental 
Monastic Living EP, that was made at the same time. 

Across six years, four full-length albums, and two 
EPs, Parquet Courts have littered their lyrics with 
question marks. If previous album 2014’s Content 
Nausea - with Savage and Austin Brown recording 
as Parkay Quarts - looked at anxiety in the age of big 
data, then on Human Performance the question marks 
get turned on themselves. 

“There is a lot of darkness, and general anguish 
being worked out on this record,” Brown adds. “But 
it ends kind of peacefully, kind of accepting that you 
can’t do much about it.”

Margaret reveals all about 
her life in the spotlight 


A merican drama The 

Handmaid’s Tale made its 
UK television debut on 
Channel 4 in May and became one 
of the biggest successes of the 
year, receiving 13 Emmy 
nominations before being renewed 
for a second season set to air in 
2018. 

Based on the 1985 book of the 
same name, the show imagines a 
future in which nuclear war has left 
a large percentage of the human 
population infertile and young 
women are forced to sleep with 
powerful men called Leaders and 
bear their children. 

The young women - known as 
Handmaids - are assigned to the 
men and are essentially raped, in 
warped rituals involving the Leaders’ 
wives, in a bid to fall pregnant and 
continue the human race. 

The story is told through the eyes 
of a Handmaid called Offred 
(played by Elisabeth Moss) and 
switches between the present 
horror she is living in and the past, 
as the world starts to tumble into 
the chaos and disorder that has led 


to a totalitarian regime. 

Perhaps one of the reasons the 
dark drama has been so successful 
is that many feel the subject matter 
is incredibly prescient given the 
Donald Trump administration, the 
feminism movement and the 
instability of the world. 

Indeed, the book’s author, 
Canadian Margaret Atwood has 
claimed that the 2016 US 
Presidential Election led to an 
increase in sales of The 
Handmaid’s Tale even before the 
success of the aforementioned TV 
adaptation. 

Atwood’s star is now shining 
brighter than ever, but her success 
is not only drown to this one novel - 
for decades she has been 
universally acclaimed as Canada’s 
greatest living writer. 

She is a winner of the Arthur C 
Clarke Award and Prince of Asturias 
Award for Literature, and has been 
shortlisted for the Booker Prize five 
times, winning once for her 
historical novel The Blind Assassin. 

In 2001, she was inducted into 


Canada’s Walk of Fame and is also 
a founder of the Writers’ Trust of 
Canada, a non-profit literary 
organisation that seeks to 
encourage Canada’s writing 
community. 

Atwood is also an inventor, and 
has developed the LongPen that 
facilitates the remote robotic writing 
of documents. 

While she is best known for her 
work as a novelist, she has also 
published 15 books of poetry, with 
many of her pieces inspired by 
myths and fairytales, which have 
been interests of hers from an early 
age. 

And her upbringing is one of the 
key topics up for discussion when 
the writer and activist meets up with 
Alan Yentob in Toronto for tonight’s 
Imagine. 

Atwood explains how a childhood 
spent between the wilderness of 
northern Quebec and the city 
helped shape her vision of herself 
and the world, set alight her 
imagination and set her forth on a 
path to literary success.

DiCaprio go to get one-off works of art? They’ve been 
known to browse San Jose Del Cabo’s famous gallery 
district (artcabo.com); a downtown hive of creativity 
featuring original paintings, photography, sculpture, 
pottery and glasswork. 

6. The Sea of Cortez cruises 

You’re unlikely to see celebs on guided excursions - 
although Cabo Adventures do offer an excellent Luxury 
Day Sailing trip for $109 per person for four hours (cabo- 


adventures.com). A-listers are more likely to charter 
their squad a super-luxe yacht. 

7. The celebrity standards 

When your private butler shows you to your room 
and asks if you’d like the contents of your suitcase 
unpacked while you hit the beach, you know the resort’s 
got celebrity appeal. That the level of service at the new 
super-luxe Grand Velas Los Cabos. The 304-room resort 
opened in late 2016 and Hollywood actress Juliette 
Lewis was one of the first to check-in. From sunloungers 
surrounding the triple-tier infinity pool, to serene beach 


cabanas there are countless places to kick back and 
feast on insanely tasty tostadas.

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Renault's city slicker 'capturs' market 



The Captur is a car which is young at heart, even if its drivers don’t have to be

Renault’s ‘baby bear’ - the smallest in its 
family of three SUV-styled cars - has won 
many fans as the biggest seller in its class 
in Europe. 

But with ever-increasing competition no car 
maker can rest on its laurels so the French 
company has introduced a raft of changes to 
the Captur: new styling, and some of the latest 
safety and connectivity technology with losing 
any of its practicality and user-friendly nature. 

One of its more obvious attractions is the 
fact that its very closely related, particularly 
the interior and power trains to the company’s 
successful Clio hatchback. But as a 
crossover, it sits higher on the road, meaning 
extra ground clearance, ease of access and 
better visibility: just the things which have 
made SUVs the fastest growing sector of the 
new car market. 

It is also longer and has a wider track than 
the Clio, meaning extra room inside and on¬ 
road stability to counteract its extra height. 

Prices start from £15,165, rising to £23,405 
for the new, lavishly-equipped flagship of the 
range. 

The new Captur’s engines are also designed 
to be more economical and, while they are not 
intended for serious off-roading, top models 
give drivers an opportunity to change driving 
modes for more tricky, winter conditions. 

Buyers of high grade versions also have the 
opportunity of adding hands-free parking, an 
automatic to make life in the city a little easier. 

If the existing models sales are an indication, 
the biggest sellers will be powered by 
Renault’s 898cc, three cylinder petrol engine 
with 90Ps of power or a 1.2 litre 120Ps of 
power. 

That shouldn’t be a surprise for this city 


slicker, as the smaller engine has been 
well-proven in a range of Renault and Dacia 
models. Control of the turbo means it isn’t 
short of power - it performs more like a 
normally-aspirated 1.4 litre unit with the torque 
of a small diesel but is more economical 
under light load. 

The Tee 90’s official figures are 55.4mpg 
and 114g/km of C02, while the more powerful 
Tee 120’s are 51.4mpg and 125g/km. The 0 to 
62mph sprint times are 13.2 and 9.9 seconds 
respectively. 

The IIOPs,1.5 dCi turbo diesel is the latest, 
upgraded version of a familiar Renault engine 
with the potential to achieve better than 
75mpg and a low 98g/km of C02. 

The Captur has a push-button ‘eco’ mode, 
plus stop/start and energy recovery systems 
to eke out precious fuel. 

Given current fears about restrictions on 
diesels in some urban areas, and the extra 
cost, model for model, it’s the option likely to 
appeal most to higher mileage drivers. 

Having driven Tee 90 and diesel versions, 
both are quiet and refined power plants, with 
plenty of pep around town and on the open 
road. Handling and agility are hatchback-like, 
with a ride that’s roll-free but on the firm side. 
The diesel is slightly smoother, probably 
because of its extra weight compared to the 
little three cylunder petrol unit. 

Inside, the Captur is surprisingly roomy 
actually signifcantly more than the Clio, and 
is capable of seating five adults and with a 
flexible luggage space - from 377 to a class¬ 
leading 455 litres despending on where you 
position the sliding rear bench. Fild that down 
and you have an imoressive 1,235 litres of 
room for your luggage. 

As with the original Captur, zipped seat 
covers on higher grade models mean they 


can be easily moved and machine washed. 

The interior and instruments are largely 
shared with the Clio, including stylish but 
clear driver’s instruments - particularly the 
big digital speedo - together with the central 
control screen on all but the entry level 
Expression models. Higher grade models 
also offer satellite navigation and the latest 
hands free connectivity systems and Android 
Auto apps. 

The Captur scored a maximum five stars 
in safety tests, and comes with multiple 
airbags plus ABS and stability programmes, 
automatic lights and wipers, LED running 


lights, tyre pressure warning and a cruise 
control/speed limiter. Eco mode, alloy 
wheels, fog lights, tinted windows and air 
conditioning are also standard. 

At the top end, the new Signature S Nav 
model features leather upholstery, sports 
style aluminium pedals, a Bose premium 
stereo and the latest version of Trenault’s 
R-LINK multimedia system, with access to 
the car’s own systems as well as smartphone 
apps. This model also gets a blind spot 
warning system and the hands-free parking 
system which are optional extras elsewhere 
in the range. 


Styling, practicality and economy are three 
of the reasons why the Captur tops its class in 
terms of European sales. But there is another 
reason, too, and that’s another feature which 
proved so successful for the Clio - the degree 
of personalisation available. 

New body colours, the trendy two- 
tone option allow more than 30 different 
combinations, plus there are a number of 
both exterior and interior customisation 
packs. 

Together with the new multimedia 
technology, the Captur is a car which is young 
at heart, even if its drivers don’t have to be.

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Aiming high with supermini Wraps off new Citroen C3 
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BMW 5 still a premium benchmark 



The addition of small aerodynamic wings help to give a more aggressive appearance

When the BMW 5 Series gets refreshed 
it’s a pretty big deal. It has long been 
considered the benchmark for premium 
saloons and estates, but with new rivals 
such as Volvo trying to worm their way 
into a sector dominated by BMW, Audi and 
Mercedes-Benz, it’s no surprise that the 5 
Series has been overhauled to stay ahead 
of the competition. 

Aside from a slightly more slender 
appearance, the 5 Series looks very similar to 
its predecessor. However, under the skin there 
have been plenty of changes. For example, 
the chassis has been reworked using more 
lightweight materials, which contribute to an 
overall weight reduction of 100kg. 

Meanwhile the notoriously smooth ride has 
been further optimised with a new suspension 
setup at the front and the rear. 

Our 530d test car came with a 3.0-litre, six- 
cylinder diesel engine. It’s an ideal powerplant 
for those who drive long distances, with 
excellent response and a surging, torquey 
power delivery. Resist the urge to put your 
foot down and you can easily achieve nearly 
60mpg. 

The 2.0-litre diesel is even more efficient, 
promising economy in excess of 60mpg and 
costing less to begin with. It doesn’t have the 
same badge appeal as the 530d, but it has 
more than enough performance so you never 
feel like you’re missing out. 

A calm, relaxing drive has always been the 
5 Series’ key selling point, and BMW has 
exceeded its own high standard with the latest 
model. At motorway speeds it manages to 
smooth out the road so that even long drives 
are dispatched with zero stress. 



It’s a big car and struggles to hide it 

What’s arguably even more impressive 
is that this is not at the expense of great 
handling. The steering weight is perfectly 
judged and the 5 Series refrains from rolling 
around making it surprisingly fun to throw 
down aback road. 

BMW’s premium estate is a big car, and 
it struggles to hide it. The design is more 
slender than before, with the bodywork 
appearing to hug the frame more tightly. 
Particularly in the sportier trims, the addition 
of small aerodynamic wings help to give a 
more aggressive appearance, though the 
standard car does look a tad plain. 

The interior is fantastic and exactly what 
you’d expect from a premium estate, sitting 
further towards the luxury 7 Series than 
the more family focused 3 Series. A large 
central screen plays host to all the menus 
and satellite navigation functions, with many 
controls able to be used by waving your 
hands around. 

The only complaint that can be levelled 
at the car is that the seats are quite 


uncomfortable, resulting in minor back 
ache over long distances. Be sure to try out 
different seats and driving positions before 
settling on one. 

The 5 Series’ specification is impressive 
across the board, with even models lower 
down the pecking order not giving the feeling 
you’re being short changed - a few blanked 
off buttons the only hint that something is up. 


The standard SE model still gets the 
widescreen on the dashboard, two-zone 
climate control and ambient lighting, which 
makes night driving really pleasant. Optional 
extras that are worth going for include 
adaptive cruise control, Driving Assistant Plus 
(which includes a range of advanced driving 
aids) and wireless mobile phone charging. 

It’s difficult to find much to fault with the 


BMW 5 Series. It was already at the top of the 
game and with a few choice revisions, such as 
a lighter chassis and upgraded suspension, 
there’s no doubt it’ll continue at the top of the 
sales charts. 

Every mile behind the wheel reminds you 
why this is the premium saloon benchmark - 
sorry to BMW’s rivals, but expect business as 
usual in the sales charts.

Wolves are bookies’ 
favourites for league 

WOLVES have now been placed as favourites for the Championship title 
by leading bookmakers after their perfect start to the season. The club 
have gone from 14-1 since May to 11-4 after their good start to the 2017/18 
campaign. 

They have already seen off Middlesbrough, Derby and Hull as well as a 
victory over Yeovil in the league cup.

The Baggies boss is impressed with the standard of players being nur¬ 
tured in the academy and hopes that, in two years’ time, those promising 
youngsters will be first-team regulars. Teenagers Sam Field and Rekeem 
Harper both played in midfield on the opening day of the season, while Jon¬ 
athan Leko and Kane Wilson were named on the bench. If Pulis can follow 
up Gareth Barry’s arrival with a few more additions before the window 
shuts, it may free up some of those youngsters to go out on loan. 

The Baggies boss says regular men’s football - the kind he can’t afford to 
give them in the Premier League - is crucial for their development. 

“The big thing about the football club is they’ve kept their young players 
in academy football for far, far too long,” he said. “We’ve got to try and find 
four or five players to bring into this club to take it up to a level where we 
can cope without having the kids around us.”

and, when this came up, he phoned me and asked if 
I’d be interested.

“We came in quite late, it was three weeks into 
pre-season so it was quite late really, but we quickly 
made a few phone calls to see what players we could 
get down. Danny has done really well to get those lads 
in, I’ve given him a helping hand with a few numbers 
and training has gone really well. 

“I don’t like to put this in a disrespectful way, but 
a few of them are probably coming towards the end of 
their careers although they still have plenty to offer 
to the game.

Pinnock and Leon Pugh have all turned out at levels 
above. 

Promotion 

Back-to-back home games have seen them begin 
the season unbeaten, with a 4-0 win over FC Darlas- 
ton and a 1-1 draw against AFC Bilbrook. 

They are second on goal difference behind War- 
stones Wanderers, who have netted 15 goals in two 
games with 8-1 and 7-3 victories over Ludlow and 
AFC Bridgnorth Development.
